Two Months of Ballyhoo 


After more than two months of one of the greatest 
displays of ballyhoo the American people have ever had 
inflicted on them by publicity mediums large sections of 
our Congress are still wasting their time trying to make 
a political issue of the firing of MacArthur instead of 
getting down to business to control the alarming infla- 
tion that is undermining our national economy. 

If all this so-called investigating has added anything 
to shedding more light on what is going on:in the Far 
East it has merely made more clear what already was 
plain to most thinking and observing people long before 
MacArthur was ousted; namely that MacArthur was 
and still is willing to risk plunging our country into 
World War III by the United Nations invading China 
by way of Manchuria while Chiang Kai Shek is being 
helped by us to invade South China with his Formosa 
army. On the other hand President Truman and the 
other chiefs of our military staff maintain they want to 
confine the present war to Korea in the hope that this 
will avert the breaking out of World War III at the 
present time and possibly prevent it entirely.

This is too serious a question for 
all of us to continue muddling it with a lot of ballyhoo. 


Are We Pawns for a Few? 


From times immemorial there have been shrewd 
sharpers among men whose sole ambition in life has 
seemed to be to take unfair advantage of their fellow- 
men. In the various stages of human development these 
characteristics of such selfish human beings have asserted 
themselves in a great variety of ways, all depending on 
the prevailing practices and customs under which peo- 
ple of any given age most readily yield to. 

In the earlier stages the strong overpowered the 
weak, while the more cunning ones invented ways of 
inducing the strongest to fight on their side. Tribes were 
formed and then began.wars of. tribe against tribe in 
which the winners crushed opposition by killing those 
who fought them and enslaving the rest.

~ Democracy exists only to the extent to which it is 
put into practice. It is something that is alive and oper- 
ating. There is nothing wrong with democracy. What 
is wrong only too often is a lot of people who fail to 
practice what most.

We, the people, have the power and the constitu- 
tional right to shape the destinies of the United States. 
But when the vast majority of our people neglect to reg- 
ister and fail to vote at nearly every election those who 
neglect this duty are throwing away the most precious 
heritage our forbears have handed down to us.

That is neither democ- 
racy nor self-government. Many of the worst ills we suf- 
fer under are due directly to our failure to do our duty 
at the ballot box.

HANDOUTS TO BIG BUSINESS 
MEAN YOU PAY MORE TAXES 


Senators, Representatives, small 
businessmen and scholars are pro- 
testing the tax handouts Big Bus- 
iness is getting. 

The Government has given tax 
benefits of nearly $5.6 billion in 
plants for Big Business since last 
fall. 

The handouts let companies write 
off the cost of their expansion in 
5, rather than the usual 20, years. 
That results in low taxes for Big 
Business and high taxes for you. 

Democratic Senators Paul Doug- 
las (Ill.) and Burnet Maybank 
(S. C.» criticized the handout sys- 
tem at hearings of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
of whiclf Maybank is chairman, 
May 8. 

Big Business gets its applications 
for help precessed at “supersonie 
speed,” says Douglas, while small 
business plans go through the de- 
fense program mill “on a bicycle” 
Douglas reports $300 million in tax 
handouts for one big steel company 
were okayed within three days. 

Adds Maybank: “We made a 
mistake when we passed the law 
the way we did. There’s going to 
be a lot of suffering for what has 
been done.” ‘
